He contended that the Kemalist 
government had given no undertaking 
to do anything more than proffer a 
verbal guarantee of the freedom of 
the Paar per (rp rather can- 
not defend the fiaunting a 
covenant in the face of those trying 
to force them.” 

Mr. Lioyé George pointed out that 
refusal to refer the matter to the 
league came from other nations, not 
England. Asked whether freedom of 
the straite meant fortification in the 
hande of some international body, the 
premier replied that that would be 
for the league to decide. He also ad- 
mitted that there should be no inter- 
ference with the atraite either by 
Great Britain or any other nation, 
“otherwise, that is not international- 
ization.” 

Prevent Spread of War 

On the general question the prime 
minister reiterated that the govern- 
ment policy was to prevent the war 
from spreading into Europe, and he 
contended that the strong measures 
the government had already taken 
and intended to continue to take, 
were the best means of prevention. 

Mr. Lioyd George denied that the 
British government had ever given 
either money or arms to the Greeks; 
on the contrary, it had warned them 
when they went into Smyrna that they 
were going “entirely on their own 
responsbility and at their own ex- 
pense.” They were told also’. . . we 
cannot support you, or take the re- 
eponsibility.””

At present 
there is an apparent surplus near- 
ly every month, but when the rail- 
way report drops on them at the 
end of the I bye they cimply din- 
appear and ‘leave a hole that 
makes the tax-payers gasp. 

This sort of thing cannot go on 
forever. It cannot on much 
longer without putting the na- 
tional credit on the toboggan. The 
Dominion Government now has.-to 
pay 5 1.2 per cent. for money, and 
that on ten year loans. The fact 
that every year more of the re- 
venue has tto go to pay interest 
does not help to bring down the 
rate which must be peid when 
bonds have to jbe issued. And 
it is pworth remembering that 
while the Dominion Government 
has to go into the market end bid 
up the rate in order to get money, 
or ‘to irefloat loans which cannot 
be paid off, the outlook for cheap- 
er money for ordinary business 
operations is not good. There 
has to be a change in the relations 
between the national income and 
outgo. And in the interests of 
the country, direct and indirect, 
that change cannot come any too 
soon, 

This readjustment cannot be 
made by piling on more taxes. 
That is not a theory, or an ex- 
pression of opinion; it is a fact. 
It is demonstrable in (a way that 
does not admit of doubt. Half 
the people in the western prov- 
inces cannot pay the taxes which 
are imposed upon them today by 
municipal, provincial and federal 
authorities. Alike in town and 
country vast amounts of proper- 
ty are in arrears, and under pro- 
cess of being confiscated and sold 
for taxes.

But in the pro- 
cess of mining and subsequent 
naaing a proportion of ‘‘slack’’ 
or coal in very small pieces, ap- 
proachin dust, develops. (This 
‘lack’ has the heating quality of 
the lump coal and is frequently 
used for firing boilers in large 
heating plants where special ap- 
pliances as to feed and draught 
are installed. It ‘is not suitable for 
household use and therefore either 
becomes waste, or is sold at so low 
a price that it mcans a loss in mine 
operation. The proper purpose 
to be served by a briquetting
